Pagestream 2

This month’s demo will be on Pagestream 2, the Desktop Publishing program from 
Soft-Logik Publishing. 


Pagestream is a full featured publishing system. You can make anything from simple 
flyers to producing a complete book. Text can be imported from a word processor file 
or typed directly into the document. The text may then be resized, the font changed, or 
otherwise modified to your needs. Pagestream can use three different types of fonts. 


Soft-Logik fonts. Pagestreams proprietary font system. 

Compugraphic fonts. These are hinted, outline fonts, and are the primary font system 
for users of non-postscript printers. 

PostScript fonts. Type 1 and 3 PostScript fonts are designed for use with PostScript 
compatible printers and imagesetters. 


Professionally prepared font sets can be purchased or you can find a number of 
Pagestream compatible fonts in the public domain. 


A document can be sent to a printer or saved to a disk. I have used Pagestream on both 
my 9-pin Panasonic printer and my HP 4L laser. The printout was OK on my 9-pin and 
great on the laser. Unfortunately there is quite a delay between hitting the print button 
and when the printer kicks in. This is because Pagestream is creating a graphics file for 
the printer. If you use Pagestream you will want to get a program named Outburst 3. It 
will greatly reduce this printout delay. 


If you need truly professional output you can use the PostScript fonts, save the 
document to disk and take it to a Printing service. Here they can reproduce the 
document and print it out at the highest possible resolution. I have never done this 
myself and have heard that when Pagestream creates a PostScript file it includes the 
PostScript printer files. This increases the size of the file and may increase the cost of 
the printing since some services charge by the file size. There is a program to strip the 
fonts from the program but I don’t remember it’s name. 


Pagestream will also allow you to do color sublimations. This means that colors are 
stored as combinations of the primary colors. This is how it is done for newspapers, etc. 


At the meeting I will show how I have been creating our monthly newsletter. I will also 
show some other projects that I have been working on lately. As I said at the beginning, 
this is a powerful program that can fulfill all your Desktop Publishing needs.
